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Preface 


HE founding and growth of cities in the United 
States during the past century have been of 
such unbroken magnitude that little leisure could 
be given to historical reflections and accounts. The 
evolution of a municipality from a village to a city was 
in many instances realized within the span of a generation 
—a period too short to provide an historical background, 
to bring into consciousness the charm of the far past, 
the elements composing the traditions and history of 
communities. 


The cities along the Atlantic seaboard are of ancient 
date and proud in their identification with a glorious past, 
while the cities in the Middle West claim their fame for 
accomplishments of modern industrial and commercial 
character. In examining the historical canvas of the lat- 
ter cities we behold one which is surrounded with all the 
glamour and romance of an honorable past, founded and 
claimed by one nation, conquered and protected by an- 
other in the course of the first century of its existence. 
Exposed to the bitter warfare between two powerful na- 
tions, it suffered severely for years until England and later 
the American Republic afforded it much needed protection. 


With peace thus guaranteed, its geographical and cli- 
matic advantages in the peaceful advance of American 
enterprise quickly asserted themselves and the City of 
Detroit is today not only the Queen City of the Straits 
but also one of the most important and most promising 
cities within the periphery of the Middle West. 


The City of Detroit was founded in 1701 by Antoine 
de La Mothe Cadillac, one of the many French-Canadian 
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explorers invading the Middle West by the route of the 
Great Lakes. 


While Cadillac himself seems to have appreciated fully 
the advantages and future possibilities of a settlement at 
Detroit, the French Government had little of the fore- 
sight exercised by the best colonizing European nations. 


Cadillac, while pompous, arbitrary in his manners as 
behooved the ruling class of his day, spared no effort or 
labor to develop the settlement and to provide it with the 
official support and protection that its importance war- 
ranted. Dissension arising within his own colony and 
criticism from other sources finally terminated Cadillac’s 
identification with the genesis of the City of Detroit but 
in the pride and happiness that is the daily bounty of 
Detroit of today we may most fittingly and heartily pay 
a tribute to its intrepid founder. 


For this purpose, a list is here presented by the Detroit 
Public Library of such historical material in its possession 
as may illuminate the character and career of Cadillac. 


Through the courtesy of Mr. C. M. Burton the accom- 
panying illustrations have been secured. Some additional 
references have also been listed which are available only 
in the private library of this gentleman to whom much is 
due for collecting and recording a great deal of valuable 
historical material throwing light on the early days of the 
Gity of Detroit:
